T he curious story of how th e “talljr- 
stick” crushed put the rem ains of the 
ancient Irish language am ong Irish 
children some decades ago was told 
th e o th er day by T. P. O’Connor, the 
Irish political leader. 
“W hen the English w ere determ ined 
to m ake all Ireland over into a sort 
of England,” said Mr. O’Connor, "they 
used 
some 
m ost 
unusual 
means. 
Am ong these was the ‘taily-stick.’ This 
w as a small stick of wood which each 
child was forced to w ear on a cord 
about his neck. 
Every tim e his par­ 
en ts heard him say a word of Irish 
they w ere supposed to cut a notch in 
th e stick. Just as the Am erican tra p ­ 
pers of the old days are said to have 
notched the stocks of their guns every 
tim e they killed an Indian. 
Then 
when the child got to school the next 
day th e m aster counted the notches. 
And for each notch the child was giv­ 
en one blow with a sw itch— one notch, 
one blow; two notches, two blows; six 
notches, six blows. 
Thus the Irish 
language 
was 
beaten 
out 
of 
the 
m ouths of the Irish children. 
“In 
school 
the 
little 
ones 
were 
tau g h t to look on them selves not as 
Irish children, but as English. 
They 
were not tau g h t any Irish history, and 
the fires of patriotism in them were 
damped in every way. 
"But of late years th ere has com e 
up a great national m ovem ent in Ire­ 
land which has restored the ancient 
Irish or Gaelic tongue, and has m ade 
the people proud of their ancient liter­ 
ature. 
It has reaw akened the pride of 
the Irish nation. 
A university has 
just been founded in which the Irish 
language is now being tau g h t by six 
or eight professors."

26,000 HUNTERS IX OKLAHOMA 
GET HUNTING PERMITS 


Tulsa, Okla., Nov. 14.—The Okla 
boma hunting season 
opens 
with 
greater interest than for a good many 
years. 
The cold wave and rains of the 
first of November have been follow 
ed by a flight of geese and ducks 
Replenished ponds and lakes along 
the Arkansas, Cimarron, Verdigris 
Deep Fork and Canadian rivers are 
attracting the usual 
heavy 
water 
fowl shooting. 
Over 
950 
hunting licenses have 
been issued in Tulsa county alone 
and about 26,000 have been issued 
in the state. More than two hundred 
hunters left from Tulsa and Sapul 
pa this week for points on the Osage, 
Tiger Mountains and Concharta hills, 
and the Kinautchia and Flint hills 
of the Cherokee and Choctaw coun­ 
try. 
The quail season opened on the 
15th of this mornth and wull remain 
open until February first, 1911. The 
limit on game in the present Okla­ 
homa game laws is one deer in 
season; 
three wild turkey; 
fifteen 
prairie chickens in a day and IOO 
in a season; ten geese or brant in a 
day; and 25 quail, plover, curlew, 
ducks, snipe and other shore birds 
In a day, and 150 in the season. It is 
unlawful to kill birds or game at 
night or to use poison, snare or 
hounds. 
According to Graham Burnham of 
Tulsa, a many year resident of Okla­ 
homa and perhaps the best posted 
on Oklahoma game conditions, all 
species of game are on the increase 
in Oklahoma. Deer are returning to 
their habitat in 
the

country of the Seminole, in the Tiger 
mountains and back along the Cim­ 
arron ridges and even across into 
the old Oklahoma Sax and Fox coun­ 
try. Wild turkey also shows a de­ 
cided increase in numbers from the 
Arkansas to the Canadian rivers.
